VBT Board approves agreement that cancels free trash pickup

About 50 people were in the audience of 
the almost three-hour meeting on Dec. 19 
when the Van Buren Township Board voted 
4-3 to approve the fifth amendment to the 
host agreement with Waste Management 
on Woodland Meadows landfill. 

The part of the agreement the crowd liked 
least was the canceling of free curbside 
trash pick up that residents have enjoyed 
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for more than 20 years. 

Voting yes were Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara, who single-handedly 
negotiated the final details to the 
agreement; Clerk Leon Wright, who was 
on the team negotiating for three years 
before that; Treasurer Sharry Budd, who 
said the agreement was “a good deal”; and 
Trustee Kevin Martin, who said it was “for 
the greater good of the community.” 

Voting no were Trustees Sherry Frazier, 
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Reggie Miller, and Paul White, who all had 
asked for more time to present the details 
to the public and get citizen input. They 
were in favor of renegotiating to find a way 
to continue the free pick up and thought 
the process used to rush the agreement to a 
vote was not proper. 

A slightly different version of the fifth 
amendment was presented to the former 
township board at the end of 2016, but it 
was passed on to the new board and not 
brought to the new board for a vote until 
22 days before its passage last week. 

A motion earlier in the meeting by Trustee 
Frazier to postpone the decision until they 
can get together more information for the 
public was defeated by the same 4-3 vote. 

The involved agreement takes away free 


curbside trash pick up for residents in about 
mid-2023 and closes the golf course next to 
the landfill at the end of the 2018 season so 
it can expand for more trash dumping. Free 
disposal of trash for residents bringing it 
in will continue for the life of the landfill. 

An estimated $250 million will be paid 
to the township over the next 40 years 
of the landfill’s extended life. That sum 
includes $8 million in cash that Supervisor 
McNamara said he would like to lock up in 
a CD investment. 

The 269-acre landfill, at the corner of Van 
Born and Hannan roads, will expand by 
200 acres and be the same height as what 
is there now. 

The $300,000 golf course escrow

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VBT Environmental Commission to discuss lake drawdown

In January, the Van Buren Township 
Environmental Commission will begin 
discussions on the proposed drawdown of 
Belleville Lake in 2019. 

At its regular meeting Dec. 20, 
Commission Chairman Dave Brownlee 
said they will talk about the project from 
an environmental standpoint and will send 
a recommendation to the township board. 

He said the drawdown is planned probably 
for 2019, probably in the fall, and for three 
to five weeks. 

Brownlee asked board members to talk 
to local residents about their thoughts on 
the matter and to look into the microscopic 
issues in the water associated with 
drawdowns. 

And, he asked commission members to 
seek out information on the internet on 
drawdowns. 

“The township is looking to us for advice 
on this,’ Brownlee said. 

Matthew Best, deputy director of 
planning and economic development, said 
the township has six months to come up 
with something. He said the supervisor is 
putting together a group of volunteers. 

“It’s kind of time-sensitive,” Best said. 
“We’ll plow through it in January. It will be 
one of the biggest things we do in 2018.” 

Brownlee said he understands it will be a 
five-foot drop. 

“We don’t want to go any farther than 
necessary,” he said, noting docks could be 
exposed for maintenance at that depth. 

In other business at the one-and-a-half- 
hour meeting on Dec. 20, the commission: 

e Heard Brownlee report he attended the 
deep injection well hearing in Romulus 
recently. He said he didn’t make acomment, 
but he did send them a letter and made a 
Freedom of Information Act request for 


the toxic plume information because the 
EPA representative didn’t know about it. 
“Td like to know if it’s coming our way,” 
Brownlee said, adding no decision has 
been made, but he doubts if the EPA will 
deny the increased viscosity and pressure 
being sought for the well, which is in use; 

¢ Heard Brownlee report that in the last 
year the commission did not go where it 
wanted to go with educating township 
residents about coal tar. He said ordinance 
enforcement is not the commission’s 
goal, but education. The pamphlet that 
was supposed to be coming from the 
Huron River Watershed Council didn’t 
come and so Brownlee called Rebecca 
at the council and she said they haven’t

had any discussions with VBT about it 
since last spring. “That’s not true,” Best 
said. “We have 9,300 water bills [where 
the pamphlets could be inserted]. She’s 
working on it. Pm working on it.” Best 
said the township would get a better price 
from the HRWC. Brownlee asked if the 
coal tar presentation could be put on cable 
again to inform the public; 

e Heard Best give a report on the fifth 
amendment to the host agreement with 
Waste Management for Woodland 
Meadows landfill, which was passed by 
the township board the night before this 
meeting. He said there are questions for the 
Environmental Commission to deal with, 
including odor, end use, and landscaping. 


Best said the process for the expansion is 
starting, but the wetland mitigation process 
will take two to three years. Best said in 
his former job he helped regulate landfills 
and “Woodland Meadows is relatively well 
run.” He said end uses might include solar 
farms, passive or active recreation, softball 
fields, walking paths, or a nature preserve 
with wildflowers. “This group will be 
asked to participate in that decision,” Best 
said, adding that before the new site is 
engineered the committee could ask for 
the end use so the proper base could be put 
into the plans. Early plans for a ski hill as 
the end use for the present landfill was not 
possible because the proper base was not 
put in place; and 
e Heard Brownlee say the supervisor’s 

promotion piece shown at the recent joint 
meeting of all commissions. committees, 
and the board, had a slide that showed a 
significant amount of green space ready 
for development. He said that shocked 
Environmental Commission members 
present because the psychological 
interpretation of that slide was negative 
in painting a picture that VBT wants to 
develop its green space. “If we’re not 
careful, Belleville Lake will look like a 
retention pond in the middle of a parking 
lot,” Brownlee said. Best said the master 
plan meetings are coming up in 2018 
and this commission can contribute to 
the decision on what the township should 
look like in the future. “I’d be happy to 
have VBT with 40,000 people instead of 
twice that like Canton,” said Trustee Paul 
White, who is the board liaison to the 
Environmental Commission. 

The commission held its annual Christmas 
potluck meal before the meeting. 


Library Board evaluates Director Suchy, gives her 2.5% raise in pay

Last year when the Belleville Area District 
Library Board wanted to give the library 
director a raise, she used the money to help 
pay for other expenses in the library. 

This year, the board’s personnel 
committee recommended a 2.5% raise for 
Director Mary Jo Suchy and told her she 
had to take it. Before the raise, her pay was 
$77,251. 

It is estimated the population covered by 
the district library is 42,361. 

On Dec. 12, Personnel committee 
chairwoman LaChelle Reed Caver said she 
told Director Suchy that she can’t refuse 
this raise or they’ll give her more days off. 

Board chairwoman Sharon Peters said 


Suchy works 24/7 and when she takes days 
off, she ends up working. 

Although she could have asked for her 
evaulation in closed-door session, Director 
Suchy allowed her evaluation in open 
session. 

All the board members had turned in 
evaluation forms and all the comments 
were between “outstanding” and “above 
average.” 

She was found “outstanding” in 16 areas 
and “unsatisfactory” in one. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-24- 
minute meeting the board: 

e Approved the job description for a 
Technology Manager who, once hired, 
would evenually supervise the satellite 
location in Sumpter. Salary range is 


$47,000 to $62,000. Board chairperson 
Peters said the libraries are not obsolete, 
as some say. They are getting more 
sophisticated than ever before. Caver said 
the new technology manager will take 
some of the responsibilities off Suchy. 
Peters said they’ve got to start staffing up 
for the new library; 

e Heard Director Suchy note that the 
district library is paying the library millage 
as it pays Belleville’s winter taxes on the 
house next door that it owns. The house 
will be razed by the end of the year to make 
way for the library/city parking lot; 

e Heard Peters say there is an updated 
floorplan for the Sumpter Township site 
based on measurements. She said they 
have given the proposed legal agreement 


on the building to Sumpter and are waiting 
for their township attorney and board to 
respond. Also they hopefully are moving 
toward getting all the legal details done 
with the City of Belleville; 

e Approved amendments to two of the 
policies approved at the last meeting: 
Permanent Art Acquisition and Art Display 
Policy and the Temporary Art Exhibits and 
Displays Policy. The art committee met 
the night after the policies were approved 
by the board and made some suggestions 
in the language. The third policy was not 
amended; 

e Listened to reports from Treasurer 
Tanya Stoudemire on finances and the 
audit draft budgetary comparison schedule

City residents advised to 
take vehicles off streets 
for snow emergencies

The day after the Dec. 13, six-inch 
snowfall that closed schools and Van Buren 
Township offices, the Belleville Planning 
Commission heard a report from Building 
Official/DPW Director Rick Rutherford 
about clearing the city streets. 

He said he was operating after having just 
two hours of sleep the night before. 

Rutherford said the city declared a snow 
emergency, which meant people should 
get their vehicles off city streets so his 
department could plow. 

And, some didn’t and it was hard to plow 
around parked vehicles. 

Rutherford said the city’s snow 
emergency was announced on television 
and on the community electronic bulletin 
board at Main and High. 

Planning Commissioner Kelly Bates 
asked if they could put it on Nixel next 
time and Rutherford said they could. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said it’s 
illegal for people to snowblow their snow 
into the roadway. She said West Huron 
River Drive was good on her way home, 
except where the snow was pushed into the 
roadway. 

Rutherford said they try to enforce it. 

He said it was past 2 a.m. earlier that 
day when he was coming down Main 
Street and he saw a person blowing a large 
amount of snow into the street. He said a 
lot of businesses were complaining. 

She said city hall got a lot of complaints 
and she told the staff to brace themselves 
because that always happens with the first 
snowfall of the season. 

There are always complaints about 
the city trucks putting snow over newly 
shoveled driveways as they plow the 
streets, she said. 

Commissioners complimented the city 
workers on their snow-removal efforts. 

On the agenda of the Dec. 14 meeting 
was approval of a sign for White Pine 
Dentistry, which recently opened with a 
temporary sign at 187 Main Street. 

Andy Smith, owner of FASTSIGNS of 
Ann Arbor, was on hand to present the 
PVC-covered wood, non-illuminated sign 
that he had reduced in size to meet the 
ordinance. 

The streetscape wall at his corner was a 
consideration in the design of the sign. 

“He was willing to show up as a good 
business man,” Rutherford said. 

Commissioner Michael Renaud said the 
sign doesn’t comply with the ordinance 
because it should be a monument sign. 
But, he said, a monument sign wouldn’t 
be appropriate. He said he thinks the sign 
presented is fine. 

He said the 24” wall in front of the sign 
would block some of the sign and the 
ordinance needs revising. 

The commission approved the sign as 
presented.

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Court Watching: 
Bradley McKinnies faces 


six charges of criminal 
sexual conduct, 2 others

Bradley James McKinnies, 28, faced four 
charges of criminal sexual conduct in the 
first degree (relationship), two charges of 
CSC in the second degree (relationship), 
and one charge of child abuse-commercial 
activity before Judge David Parrott at 34th 
District Court on Dec. 20 on the date of his 
preliminary exam. 

He is being held at the Wayne County Jail 
on bond of $10,000/10%. 

The alleged crimes took place in the City 
of Belleville on Nov. 29. Another charge 
of child abuse second degree on that date 
was pending and Judge Tina Brooks Green 
arraigned him on that child abuse charge 
during his second court session later that 
day. 

Judge Parrott adjourned the preliminary 
exam until 10 a.m., Jan. 17, so McKinnies’ 
attorney could get more discovery to study 
in preparation for his defense. 

The attorney asked the judge to reduce 
the bond, since McKinnies grew up in the 
community and has no ties to any other 
community and so wouldn’t be a flight risk. 
His grandfather and mother were present 
in the courtroom. He said McKinnies has 
no criminal history and has a new job as 
a tow truck driver, but he is not sure if the 
job is still available. He stressed he was 
not asking for personal bond, but asked for 
$5,000 bond and a GPS tether. 

Judge Parrott said the court has pretrial 
services for a reason and McKinnies was 
referred to the service and the service 
thought a significant bond reduction would 
be good, but pretrial services did not know 
about the additional charge of child abuse 
being added. 

“I find the bond good for the safety 
of the community because of the new 
charge,” Judge Parrott said. The bond was 
not reduced any further. On Dec. 13, Judge 
Green had referred the defendant to pretrial 
services and the bond had been lowered 
from the original $500,000/10%. 


Alexander David Denski 
Alexander David Denski, 36, waived his 
preliminary exam on Dec. 20 before Judge 
David Parrott on a charge of larceny in a 
building on March 25 in VBT. He is free 
on $10,000 personal recognizance bond 
and due at circuit court on Dec. 27 to face 
the charge. 
Jacob Ryan Kowalczyk 
Jacob Ryan Kowalczyk, 21, who is 
lodged in the Wayne County Jail, waived 
his preliminary exam on a charge of 
breaking and entering in a building on 
March 27 in VBT. He is due to be in circuit 
court on Dec. 27 for his arraignment on 
the information. Attorney Daniel Bitar 
said his client is eligible for HYTA (an act 
that gives help to youth in trouble) and the 
incident happened nine months ago with no 
new incidents.

Judge Parrott continued the 
bond of $10,000/10%, but gave a referral 
to pretrial services.

Joseph Lee Harvey, 20, a co-defendant 
with Kowalczyk, also waived his 
preliminary exam before Judge Parrott 
and was bound over to circuit court for a 
Jan. 3 arraignment on the information. He 
is charged with breaking and entering of 
a building on March 27 in VBT. He had 
posted his bond of $10,000/10% and that 
bond was continued. A third co-defendant 
in that incident is Dakota Gene Herzberg 
who is yet to be arrested. 
Madison Ray Welzin 
Madison Ray Welzin, 17, waived his 
preliminary exam on charges of receiving 
and concealing a stolen vehicle, malicious 
destruction of property, and breaking 
and entering/illegal entry without the 
owner’s permission on May 23 in Sumpter 
Township. Welzin was in the courtroom 
via video from the Wayne County Jail. 
He is scheduled to be at circuit court to 
face the charges on Dec. 27.

“We do need to look at the sign ordinance,” 
Rutherford agreed. 

Commissioner John Juriga said there 
are seven major religions and the cross at 
Hayward’s is inappropriate. He said he is 
a Christian, but he thinks that cross should 
go. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said the cross is 
on private property. 

Rutherford said the Supreme Court ruled 
on content and the cross is not a sign.

fund was to be released to the township 
immediately upon signing. The township 
also has the option of leasing the golf 
course clubhouse from Waste Management 
for $1 a year and WM will pay $15,000 a 
year for the building’s maintenance. It is 
yet to be determined if the township will 
use the building. 

“I appreciate the community coming out 
and raising questions and I don’t have the 
answers they seek -- and I’m a trustee!” 
Trustee Frazier said. “The process we went 
through smells rotten.” 

Trustee Frazier said the document on 
Waste Management finances came from 
Plante Moran to Supervisor McNamara on 
Aug. 8, but it wasn’t passed on to the board 
then. 

“We’ve had this information just 22 
days,” Frazier said, adding the board hasn’t 
gotten the information out to the public. 


“Shame on us for not getting with the 
community,” Frazier continued, adding 
that she appreciates Waste Management’s 
service and this is a complex issue, “and I 
don’t feel comfortable taking it lightly ... 
I know how a community becomes reliant 
on landfill revenue.” 

Frazier said Waste Management supplies 
30% of the VBT budget. 

“We can’t walk away from our landfill,” 
she said. “But we should have had public 
hearings, get public input. It shouldn’t 
have been brought to us the way it was. 

“I feel betrayed,” Frazier continued. 
“You thought it was a good idea,” she said 
to Supervisor McNamara. “You negotiated 
it. What’s new in it?” 

Supervisor McNamara said the 
replacement of the $4 million golf course 
and the ability to bid out trash pick up to 
the lower bidder, instead of paying Waste 
Management for the pick up. 

During public comments, it was pointed 
out that Supervisor McNamara, Clerk 
Wright, and Treasurer Budd all took

“All three of you who took money from 
Waste Management, shame on you,” 
Frazier said. 

“I resent highly that yesterday [during 
the work/study session] when I said six 
people have spoken on issue, the one with 
the most information on the landfill hasn’t 
spoken,” Frazier said. “I went to her office 
and she said it’s a good deal,” referring to 
Treasurer Budd. “I’m disappointed.” 

“We gave more information on this 
this...” McNamara responded. “This has 
been around for four years ... Trustees were 
elected to make difficult decisions.” 

“I will give you my opinion,” Budd 
stated, but did not continue. 

McNamara said that there are no landfill 
gas payments, a question asked by a 
resident making a public comment. He said 
Sumpter Township didn’t get a check from 
its landfill for gas. He said Ameresco has 
the gas rights for Woodland Meadows. The 
gas is sent north to Woodland Meadows 
landfill in Canton. 

As to the deed restriction, McNamara 
said, the land was supposed to be industrial 
and the landfill could have expanded, so 
the deed restriction was put in place. 

“Why do we use the landfill money for 
the general fund?” McNamara asked, 
referring to one of the questions asked. He 
said Canton used its landfill money to build 
things for the community and the residents 
paid with taxes to run the township. He 
said VBT used landfill money to run the 
township. 

“People have overwhelmingly told me 
they don’t want taxes,” McNamara said, 
adding this deal with Waste Management 
would mean 40 years without a tax increase 
for VBT. 

He said the use of the closed landfill is 
not yet determined and the Environmental 
Commission will be working on that. 

“We’re getting so much more than anyone 
else out there,’ McNamara said referring 
to other communities with landfills. “It’s a 
game of poker.” 

As to seniors who can’t pay for trash 
pickup, McNamara said he brought a 
program into the township for seniors who 
can’t pay for their water. 

“I don’t know how we’re going to do 
it, but we will,” he said of help for seniors

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who can’t pay for trash pick up, adding, 
“Waste Management Charities?” 

Frazier suggested asking the community 
what it wants to do with the $8 million and 
McNamara said, “What this board decides 
to do with the money, the $8 million, you 
will vote.” 

“Last year, August or so, VBT was looking 
at receivership in 2019,’ McNamara said, 
adding the passage of the public safety 
millage buoyed the township finances up. 

“The grants [from the landfill] will 
maintain our levels of services and there 
is no reason to raise taxes for 40 years,” 
McNamara said. He noted the federal 
government makes you pay long-term debt 
first, referring to the Visteon bonds. 

“This agreement makes VBT solid as the 
Rock of Gibraltar,’ McNamara said. 

Trustee White went through the pages 
of the agreement and pointed out the 
sedimentation ponds on Ecorse Road and 
the loss of $200,000 a year for the tax fee, 
under the laws of the State of Texas, since 
Waste management is headquartered there. 

White predicted another amendment to 
the landfill agreement in five to six years, 
since that has been the history. 

White said people in the community 
spend their money better than the township 
spends their money. He referred to the 
extended cab pickup truck recently 
purchased for a building official to make 
her rounds. He said the cancellation of 
curbside pickup will cost the residents $56 
million out of their pockets over the next 
40 years of the agreement. 

White said Waste Management does an 
outstanding job and he has no issues with 
how they operate. But, they make $26 
million in annual profit and he doesn’t 
believe in his heart that Waste Management 
would leave if it didn’t get this agreement 
signed. 

“I don’t see the big rush to approve this,” 
White said. “Looks like we’ll be on the 
losing end of this.” 

He said the township’s debt services 
could be solved by the board with money 
it already has. He said the board gets 
investment reports from the township 
every three months and, “We are in good 
shape financially -- not as bad off as you 
think.” 

Trustee Martin said he is in favor of

the landfill agreement, since 25% of the 
township’s operating revenue is from the 
landfill. He said it’s for the greater good of 
the community and if the township loses 
the landfill, the residents would have to pay 
more taxes. 

Clerk Wright said he was puzzled over 
the people who can’t afford to pay for 
garbage pickup and don’t want the landfill. 

He said this agreement originally was 
negotiated over three years by former 
Trustee Phil Hart, Supervisor Linda 
Combs, attorney Patrick McCauley and 
Wright. He said the main issue was the free 
pickup. 

“A year ago we had a town hall meeting 
and the future board asked to delay it so 
they could vote on it,” Wright said. 

Treasurer Budd said she was on the board 
when it accepted the Visteon bond deal. 


She said the state, state rep., the county, 
everyone was pushing to have Visteon in 
VBT. Now, she said, the former Visteon 
Village is 100% occupied and the new 
owners are building a 700,000-square-foot 
addition. 

“There’s no way we knew what would 
happen in 2008,” Budd said, referring to 
Visteon’s bankruptcy. 

She named all the things the township 
has purchased with landfill funds over 
the years, including support of the public 
safety department. Once the latest public 
safety millage was approved, a long-term 
debt fund was set up using the money the 
township no longer had to spend on public 
safety. 

“The landfill has done our township well, 
offering stability and financial security,” 
Budd said. 

Budd said she resents comments about her 
taking money from Waste Management. 
She said someone else took care of her

campaign funds and she doesn’t even 
know how much they gave. 

“Pm not ashamed of that,” she said, 
adding she was never asked to do anything 
for the money. She said she has served 
the township for 21 years and she is not a 
dishonest person. 

Trustee Miller said she took no campaign 
donations because she didn’t want it to 
influence her. She said she would have felt 
pressured. 

“No one is a fan of this landfill,’ Miller 
said. “Eight million dollars is minimal. It’s 
costing the residents a fortune. That $56 
million will be pushed onto all of you. It’s 
a hidden tax. The trade-off is not worth the 
benefit. 

“For the previous four years, Linda 
[Supervisor Combs] had a personal 
problem and wasn’t here a lot. Phil [Hart] 
said why not put it on a ballot? It affects 
all. 

“T’mnotin favor of this,” Miller continued. 
“I felt this was rushed. Not enough time -- 
just a matter of weeks. This is not a good 
deal for our residents. It should have been 
renegotiated.” 

McNamara replied, “This fixes those 
finances. We’ll be able to keep taxes low 
and services high. This is the last fix.” 

Frazier said Waste Management made 
a good offer, but the whole process was 
handled incorrectly. She asked the board 
to look the agreement over during the 
holidays and get it out to the community. 

“We have to address how we’re doing 
business in the township,” Frazier said. 
“This is going to come back to bite us. 
The process was misused and transparency 
lacking.” 

White said he has lived in the township 
for 57 years and never paid for trash pick

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up. “Our residents are entitled to free trash 
pick up,” he said. 

Frazier said, “Not free. We can pay for 
the pick up.” She said the township could 
pay from tipping fees. 

Miller said unless it’s in writing, it won’t 
happen. 

“Tt’s time to make a decision,” McNamara 
said and took the 4-3 vote that approved his 
agreement. 

Among the 20 people speaking from 
the audience during the meeting was Don 
Houttaker, who pointed out the campaign 
contributions Waste Management made to 
three board members. 

“Not me,” called out White, indicating he 
took no contributions. 

“I know they say money wouldn’t 
influence their votes, but they don’t give 
money away free without expecting 
something in return,’ Houttaker said. He 
said some of the landfill tipping fees are 
directed to certain departments. 

Marc Abdillaand Adam Byrd, representing 
the police and dispatch unions, were the 
only speakers from the audience who 
supported the landfill amendment. 

George Deverich said he was involved 
in the first original host agreement when 
the deed restriction was put in place saying 
the landfill could not be in the golf course 
area. He said the township wanted to be 
a premier community, even then, and the 
fear was that Waste Management would 
want to gobble up the golf course. He said 
the late Ted Smolinski came up with the 
deed restriction. 

Deverich said he hears the people want 
the $250 million, but the landfill money 
was never supposed to be used for general 
fund money. “$250 million just sounds like 
a bribe,” he said. 

He said he would be glad to pay $700 
in additional taxes if he has to so his 
grandchildren won’t have to see the 
continual expansion of this landfill. He 
said they should just let it close in 2025 or 
the landfill will expand to the south side of 
Ecorse, as well. 

Ernie Tozer said he was in on the 
deed restriction and it wasn’t put in as a 
bargaining chip for future negotiations, 
as McNamara said. “I would rather pay 
the taxes and keep the landfill where it

Supervisor McNamara requested a moment of 
silence for Lt. John Henderson who recently 
passed away.

Township for 15 years. He earned a medal 
of honor from Van Buren Township and the 
national Award of Valor for rescuing a 2-year- 
old from a fire in December of 2015. Supervisor 
McNamara thanked CEO Chuck Covington, 
CEO of People’s Transit, and his wife Kristin 
for the generous donation of a 12 passenger, 
handicap accessible, van. 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Frazier moved, 
Miller seconded to approve the agenda as 
presented. Motion Carried. 

CONSENT AGENDA: Budd moved, Martin 
seconded to approve the Consent Agenda 
as presented. [Special Board Meeting Joint 
Committee and Commission minutes of 
November 30, 2017, Work Study Session 
minutes of December 4, 2017, Closed Session 
minutes of December 4, 2017, Board Meeting 
minutes of December 5, 2017, Prepaid List of 
December 7, 2017, Prepaid List of December

0030-001 (Denton Sub Farms) with conditions, 
and approval of the amended (corrected) 2018 
Holiday Schedule]. Motion Carried. 
CORRESPONDENCE: None. 

Presentation by Waste Management on the 5th 
Amendment to the Van Buren Township-Waste 
Management Host Community Agreement. 
Waste Management Operations Director, John 
Myers, provided a brief history of the landfill 
and highlighted changes in the 5th amendment. 
Established in 1990, it is anticipated that the 
current landfill will reach capacity in 2025 and 
will close. Waste Management is proposing to 
expand the landfill into the Woodlands Golf 
Course, south of the existing facility, extending 
the capacity out to 2056. Currently the 
Township receives approximately $5 million 
annually from landfill tipping fees and grants. 
Changes to the current agreement include: 
expansion to the south, tipping fee increases 
at 2% annually, tax capture on landfill use of 
expansion area, $350K landscape buffer fund, 
$8 million one-time payment, $20K Senior 
services grant annually, $5K Service center 
grant annually, $1 million liability insurance, 
closure of golf course with lease of clubhouse 
to the Township for $1.00 a year until 2040, 
golf escrow account funds estimated at $315K, 
housing reimbursement at 150% of market value 
to 5 property owners, rescind deed restrictions, 
$250K public improvement grant annually, 
elimination of free curbside pick-up five years 
after approval, continuation of free disposal, 
competitive rates to continue curbside pick-up 
service, and the continuation of all current grant 
funding on an annual basis. Waste Management 
has established a Landfill Concerns Hotline 


877-765-9153 for anyone wishing to report a 
concern. The hotline is staffed 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

Presentation by Planning and Economic 
Development Deputy Director Best. Deputy 
Director Best provided a fact-based analysis to 
the Board that included a summary value under 
5th amendment, cost analysis for household 
waste, recycling, and yard waste pick up without 
the 5th amendment, projected Township revenue 
analysis with and without the 5th amendment, 
projected annual host fees anticipated under 
the 5th amendment, history of each amendment 
to the Host Community Agreement since its 
inception, and an assessment of the positive 
impact of the Township’s Standard and Poors 
rating under the 5th amendment. 

PUBLIC COMMENT: Public comments 
in opposition to the 5" amendment included: 
Request for a better agreement, allocation of 
funds received from Waste Management to 
cover and/or off-set the future cost of curb-side 
pick-up, insufficient notification to the public 
before voting, displeasure over elimination of 
free curb-side pick-up in 5 years, compensation 
to property owners adjacent to the landfill, 
cost of curbside pick-up to residents on fixed 
incomes, deed restrictions on the golf course 
land usage in current agreement that does 
not permit expansion, inadequate overall 
compensation package presented, disclosure 
of gas rights from Waste Management to 
Ameresco, landscape buffer inadequacy, 
campaign funds received from Waste 
Management by some Board members, grants 
earmarked for specific Departments, types of 
materials accepted at the landfill, questioned if 
the Township receives electricity benefits from 
the landfill, use of landfill funds to support 
Township General Fund operations, request for 
the Environmental Commission to have more 
input in the Waste Management grant money 
received, lack of analysis documenting the cost 
for the landfill to secure and operate at another 
site for comparison, support for increased taxes 
vs. landfill expansion, elimination of $200k in 
lieu of taxes to the Township, percentage of 
funding for public safety from landfill revenue, 
request for random and outside sampling of 
landfill, opposition to the clubhouse lease 
option, and request to postpone voting on the 
5" amendment for further negotiations and 
additional input from residents. 

Public comments in support of the 5" 
amendment included: Police Officer Labor 
Council (Command, Patrol and Dispatch) and 
Michigan Fire Fighters Association union 
support for continued funding from landfill 
revenue, the need to secure funding levels for 
decades to come, the impact to the community 
regarding the $55 million Visteon bonds, the 
impact of not securing $250 million in revenue, 
and the impact of the loss of 30% of overall 
revenue to the Township that supports a wide 
range of services. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS: None. 

NEW BUSINESS: Frazier moved, Miller 
seconded to postpone approval of Resolution 
2017-33 the 5* Amendment to the Van 
Buren Township-Waste Management Host 
Community Agreement. Roll Call vote. Yeas: 
Frazier, Miller and White. Nays: McNamara, 
Budd, Wright and Martin. Motion failed. 
Wright moved, Martin seconded to approve 
Resolution 2017-33 the 5th Amendment to the 
Van Buren Township-Waste Management Host 
Community Agreement. Roll Call Vote. Yeas: 
McNamara, Budd, Wright, and Martin. Nays: 
Frazier, Miller and White. Motion Carried. 
Board members in support of the 5" amendment 
commented on: The long-term benefits to the 
community provided under the agreement, 
securing $250 million over the term of the 


contract thereby solidifying revenue for years 
to come, stabilization of services, improved 
Standard and Poors rating, improved ability 
to bond future public improvements, potential 
to establish a fund to assist residents unable 
to afford curb-side pick-up, the financial and 
service level impact to the residents if the 
landfill closed, ability to address long-term 
debt and other post-employment benefits, 
the financial impact to residents under the 5" 
amendment as opposed to having the landfill 
close, and the burden of tax increases vs. the 
cost of curb-side pick up to residents. 

Board members opposing the 5 amendment 
commented on: the inadequacy of the process 
of negotiation and involvement of all Elected 
Officials, lack of significant public input and 
public notification efforts given the complexity 
of the agreement, reliance of the Township 
on landfill revenue, concern over campaign 
contributions by Waste Management to some 
Board members, request for input from the 
community and board involvement in the 
use of the $8 million payment identified in 
the agreement, lack of grant fund increases 
over the term of the contract, potential future 
amendments, and read excerpts from the 
proposed agreement regarding setback area 
usage, elimination of curb-side pick-up, 
competitive bid process for curb-side pick-up, 
household hazardous waste, tax guarantee, and 
payment schedule associated with agreed upon 
funds. 

Supervisor McNamara outlined the additional 
negotiations that added funding for the 
replacement of the golf course, 2% fixed royalties 
per year, and the ability to bid out collection. He 
answered questions posed by audience members 
informing them that those communities with 
landfill gas agreements have not received any 
profits, Management has previously sold all gas 
rights to Ameresco for existing landfill and any 
expansion, deed restrictions were placed on the 
property in order to ensure Waste Management 
would have to come to the Township for 
approval of any changes from a golf course, 
landfill revenues have historically been used 
for operations in order to maintain low taxes, 
the alternative to using landfill revenues would 
require an increase of approximately 4.5 mils 
in order to maintain service levels, comparable 
homes within a one mile radius will be used 
to assess the fair market value of the adjacent 
properties identified, end use of the landfill has 
not been determined and the Environmental 
Commission should be involved in decision 
making, the Township receives more than any 
other community in Michigan with a landfill 
Host Community Agreement, and the Board 
will discuss the potential of financial assistance 
to residents unable to afford curb-side pick-up. 
Board members thanked negotiation team 
members; Supervisor McNamara, Deputy 
Director Best, Director Akers, Deputy Treasurer 
Bellingham, Executive Assistant Selman for 
their hard work in putting together an analysis; 
the Board of Trustees and members of the 
community for their input. 

REPORTS: ANNOUNCEMENTS: The 
following announcements were made: The 
Township Administrative offices will be closed 
December 25, 2017 through Tuesday January 2, 
2018 in observance of the Christmas Holiday, 
tax payments may be placed in the drop box

is,” he said. “We’ve got to dig our heels 
in somewhere and keep our community 
whole. We’re trying to push this ahead. 
Who’s kicking what can down what road?” 
John Delaney said the $8 million carrot 
should be $40 million over 40 years. 
“They'll make $1 billion over 40 years,” 
Delaney said and referred to “their salesman 
Matt Best.” Best was chastised at the 
previous day’s board work/study session 
for highly praising the Waste Management 
agreement instead of just offering facts he 
had collected at McNamara’s direction. 
Delaney said according to public records, 
in 2016 Waste Management made political 
contributions of $1,200 to McNamara,
